He 
lived long enough tj give Stagle’s name. 
The murderers fled aud separated. Sta- 
gle was captured Wednesday at Monticel- 
lo, Ky„ and returned to Point Burnside, 
It is reported that a hand is organized to 
mob him. A large reward will be offered 
for his accomplice’s capture. The mur- 
dered men were well-to-do and quite pop- 
ular.
